‘'Southern  Baptists  are  al¬ 
ways  concerned,"  he  said,  “when 
any  agency  or  institution  is  in 
debt,  but  there  is  no  cause  for 
undue  concern.” 

WARNS  AGAINST  DEBT 

Taler,  the  messengers  heard 
Dr  J.  W.  Storer  of  Tulsa,  Okla., 
tlie  Convention's  retiring. prese 
debt, 'Issue  a  stern  warning  to 
the  denomination  against  go¬ 
ing  into  debt. 

"There  are  those,"  he  said, 
Srho,  realizing  life  vast  po¬ 
tentialities  of  our  mission  pro¬ 
gram  and  our  present  inade¬ 
quate  financial  accrument  for 
«.te  erecLi*n  of  new  church 
buildings,  would  launch  a 
credit  approach  to  the  problem. 
They  would  borrow  on  the  as¬ 
sets  of  our  boards  and  agencies 
and  upon  the  financial  rating 
painfully  built  up  through  blood 
and  sweat  and  tears.” 

Dr.  Storer  recalled  the  de¬ 
pression  thirties  when,  he  said, 
he  and  others  "went  up  and 
down  the  land  seeking  money 
with  which  to  pay  our  debts.” 
He  said  “it  is  understandable 
that  in  these  lush  financial 
times  it  is  inconceivable  that 
it  has  not  always  been  thus.” 

He  told  the  convention  that 
“if  we  are  wise,  we  shall  so 
propose  our  financial  program 
that  the  dang«r  of  those  sad 
sad  days  of  the  thirties  will  not 
be  repeated.” 

MAKE  INTENSIVE 
EVANGELISM  PLANS 

The  Convention  also  approv¬ 
ed  a  five-year  program  of  inten¬ 
sive  world  evangelism  for  1960- 
64.  looked  with  favor  on  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  another  semi¬ 
nary;  refused  to  make  Bible  in¬ 
stitutes  a  part  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  program  and  okehed  a 
campaign  of  advertising  to 
acquaint  others  with  Baptist  be¬ 
liefs  and  practices.

FOREIGN  MISSION 

BOARD  REPORTS 

Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthbn, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  announc¬ 
ed  the  passing  of  three  mile¬ 
stones  in  the  foreign  mission 
program  of  this  denyrrunatioiu 
r  one  hundred  missionaries  ap¬ 
pointed  in  a  single  year  of  1955, 
one  thousand  total  missionaries 
on  the  field  in  35  nations,  and 
an  operating  budget  of  $7  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  for  the  year's  work. 

The  Board  received  more 
money  through  the  Convention’s 
Cooperative  Program  financial 
plan  and  the  special  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering  for 
foreign  missions  than,  in  any 


previous  year  in  its  history. 

The  Board's  1954  receipts 
were  $10,137,532,  an  increase  of 
$936,472  over  1953.  About  94 
per  cent  went  for  overseas  mis¬ 
sion  work. 

Southern  Baptists  had  919 
missionaries  in  active  service 
at  the  close  of  1954.  Among 
these  are  361  men,  371  married 
women,  and  217  single  women. 
They  serve  in  thirty-five  coun¬ 
tries  and  territories. 

Southern  -  Baptists  worked 
alongside  1,061  ordained  and  2,- 
566  unordained  full-time  native 
workers  last  year.  The  churches 
were  served  by  1,408  naliv ) 
pastors  and  120  missionary  pas¬ 
tors.  The  success  of  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  depends  on  getting  native 
Christians  to  work  among  their 
own  people.  Cauthen  continued. 

The  2,268  Southern  Baptist 
churches  bn  mission  fields  bap¬ 
tized  22,125  people  last  year, 
bringing  their  total  membership 
to  209,346.  (Figures  from  China 
have  not  been  available  since 
1949  and  are  not  counted  in  the 
report.) 

According  to  Dr.  Cautben’s 
report  a  demonstration  of  in¬ 
terest  in  Protestantism  during  a 
revival  meeting  in  Barcelona, 
Spain,  in  October  brought  stif- 
fer  restrictions  from  Catholic 
officials. 

Four  Baptist  chapels-  were 
closed  and  construction  on  two 
others  was  halted  as  a  result. 

In  addition,  mistreatment  of 
evangelical  Christians  in  Catho¬ 
lic  old-age  homes  in  Spain  was 
charged  in  the  report. 

Also  hit  were  Spanish  gov¬ 
ernment  restrictions  requiring 
that  all  evangelical  Christian 
services  be  held  inside  buildings 
in  such  a  manner  that  they  will 
not  attract  attention,  and  then 
limiting  the  opportunity  to  build 
adequate  chapels  to  hold  large 
crowds. 

Catholic  restrictions  on  Bap¬ 
tist  work  in  Bogota,  Colombia, 
have  eased  during  the  past  year, 
acOrding  to  the  report,  al¬ 
though  Catholic  pressure 
against  evangelicals  has  increas¬ 
ed  in  Venezuela. 

One  of  the  most  thrilling 
events  of  the  Convention  was 
the  presentation  of  40  new  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  the  dedication 
program. 

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

The  first  debate  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  took  place  concerning 
the  hospital  report.  California 
Baptists  want  a  hospital  in  the 
Los  Angeles  area.  Their  re¬ 
quest  was  submitted  by  Dr. 
Frank  Tripp  of  the  New  Orleans 
Hospital. 

Attention  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  new  enterprises  must 
be  approved  by  two  successive 
conventions.  The  convention  ap¬ 
proved  the  request  and  it  will 
come  before  the  1956  meeting 
at  Kansas  City.

He  said  during  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1954,  as¬ 
sets  of  this  board  increased  $4,-  j 
888,919.  This  placed  them  at  a 
total  of  $35,091,515. 

"During  1954,  this  Board  put : 
on  the  greatest  promotional  pro-  j 
gram  in  its  history,"  Reed  con-  j 
tinued.  “It  had  the  greatest  In¬ 
crease  in  members  in  all  plans. 
It  inaugurated  two  new  plans 
and  closed  out  another  plan  I 
in  every  state  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  except 
North  Carolina.” 

HOME  BOARD  GAINS  200 

A  five-year  crusade  in  home 
missions  closed  in  1954  with  en¬ 
couraging  reports  of  mission 
work  and  interest,  Courts  Red- 
ford,  executive  secretary-treas¬ 
urer,  Home  Mission  Board,  told 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven 
tion  In  hts  annual  report. 

Increases  were  reported  in 
professions  of  faith,  number  of  , 
new  churches  and  missions,  ad¬ 
ditions  to  churches,  and  in-  j 
creases  in  missionary  personnel  , 
and  financial  support. 

Home  Mission  Board  has ; 
shown  a  gain  of  200  in  regular  j 
missionaries  and  an  overall  gain 
of  299  counting  summer  student 
workers  during  the  five  years. 

During  the  past  five  years. 
Southern  Baptists  have  baptiz- 
ed  an  average  of  1,000  persons 
per  day,  added  1,200  per  day  by 
letter,  have  contributed  ap¬ 
proximately  $5,000,000  per  week 
and  have  constituted  an  aver¬ 
age  of  11  new  churches  per 
week. 

Home  missionaries  reported 


167,000  professions  of  faith,  1,- 
440  new  churches  constituted 
2,974  missions  started,  and  132,- 
000  added  to  the  churches,  dur¬ 
ing  the  five  year  span. 

Receipts  for  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Offering  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  jumped  from  $664,475  78 
in  1950  to  $1,212,434.57  in  1954. 
Overall  receipts  for  the  Home 
Mission  Board  showed  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollar  increase  in  the  five- 
year  period  of  the  Crusade. 

As  this  home  mission  crusade 
closes,  another  period  of  inten¬ 
sive  evangelistic  elTort  Ueaius. 

The  Four-Y'ear  Conquest  for 
Christ  began  this  year.  It  em¬ 
phasizes  evangelism  and  con¬ 
servation  in  the  initial  year, 
church  extension  and  revitali¬ 
zation  in  1956,  and  reaching  mi¬ 
nority  groups,  language  groups, 
and  the  underprivileged  in 
1957.  The  last  year  features 
promotion  of  rural  work,  city 
missions,  and  missionary  edu¬ 
cation.

In  addition  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  it  also  gets 
support,  from  a  Negro  Baptist 
group,  the  National  Baptist 
Convention,  Inc 

Another  reason  for  its  bright 
future,  Sedberry  continued,  is 
Southern  Baptists'  increased  at¬ 
tention  to  Negro  work.  -The 
Convention  spent  more  than 
$500,000  last  year  on  Negro 
work. 

American  Semfnaxy  was’ 
founded  in  1924.  It  had  thirty  | 
students,  only  two  of  them  wo¬ 
men.  Today,  there  are  eighty-  I 
two  students,  including  seven 
women. 

Southeastern  Seminary 

“We  have  experienced  pheno¬ 
menal  growth  during  our  first  j 
four  years  of  existence,’’  Presi-  I 
dent  S.  L.  Stealey  of  Southeast-  ! 
ern  Baptist  Theological  Semi  ! 

1  nary  told  the  Convention. 

Describing  its  increase  in  en¬ 
rolment,  Stealey  said,  “we 
opened  in  fall,  1951,  with  four 
faculty  members  and  seventy- 
six  students.  April  29,  1955, ' 
marked  the  end  of  four  years 
,  of  operation. 

“We  enroled  last  year  3£>4 
students.  We  also  have  turned  1 
away  many  students  because ' 
we  lacked  space." 

The  seminary,  in  Wake  For¬ 
est,  N.  C.,  has  students  from  j 
nineteen  states  and  one  foreign  I 
country. 

Stealey  pointed  out  that  the 
six  Atlantic  seaboard  states 
nearest  Southeastern  Seminary 
contain  one-third  of  the  rural 
churches  in  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  “For  this  rea¬ 
son,”  he  said,  “we  have  set  up 
what  we  feel  are  exceptional 
courses  in  field  work  and 
church  •  community  develop¬ 
ment. 

Approves  Slate-Church 
Separation 

The  Convention  approved  a 
report  that  “noted  with  grati¬ 
tude”  recent  developments  that 


promised  more  emphasis  bn 
separation  of  churph  and  state, 
especially  in  Latin  American 

countries. _ 

The  convention's  action  stem¬ 
med  from  an  earlier  move  tp 
give  specific  approval  to  the 
Argentina  Chamber  of  Depu¬ 
ties.  The  chamber  recently  vot- 
ed  121  to  12  for  a  government- 
sponsored  measure  that  would 
disestablish  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  as  the  state  religion 
of  that  counfry 

The  approved  report  empha¬ 
sized  the  Southern  Baptists' 
"historic  conviction  in  support 
of  complete  separation  of 
church  and  state.”  It  stressed 
also  that  "we  do  not  desire  to 
identify  ourselves  with  any  poli¬ 
tical  group,  but  only  with  the 
principle  of  full  religious  liber¬ 
ty.” 

“WE  ABHOR  the  invasion  or 
the  conscience  of  men  whether 
by  constituted  authority  of  the 
state  or,  as  is  too  often  true  to¬ 
day,  by  religious  bigots  in  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  constitution  of  a 
nation,”  the  report  asserted. 

The  convention  urged  “all 
governments  to  give  encourage¬ 
ment  to  measures  making  pos*

(RNS)  —  Two  bills  designed  to 
provide  transportation  for  pri¬ 
vate  and  parochial  school  pupils 
at  public  expense  were  killed 
by  the  House  public  school 
committee  here. 

Both  measures  were  sponsor¬ 
ed  by  Rep.  Jennie  Spindler 
Walsh  of  St.  Louis.  The  bills 
were  the  most  controversial  of 
this  year's  General  Assembly 
session.  Thousands  of  support¬ 
ers  and  opponents  attended  va¬ 
rious  committee  hearings  on 
the  measures. 

Proponents  argued  that  if  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  or  other  church 
groups  were  w  illing  to  foot  the 
bill  tor  educating  their  stu¬ 
dents,  the  state  should  pay  the 
cost  of  transporting  them.  They 
also  contended  that  extension 
of  transportation  to  parochial 
school  pupils  was  primarily  a 
safety  measure  and,  therefore, 
in  the  public  interest.
